HG  HATH  FOUND  IT  SO  IN  THG  STUDIGS  OF

THG  wo«ds  OF  The  P«cache«,  xhe  son  of  David,  kinq  in 
Jerusalem.  Vanixy  of  vanixies,  saixh  xhe  PReacheR,  vanixv 
OF  vanixies ;  all  is  vanixy.  Whax  pRorix  haxh  a  man  of  all 
his  labouR  which  he  xakexh  undeR  xhe  sun  ^  One  qeneRaxion 
passexh  awray,  and  anoxheR  qeneRaxion  comexh:  bux  xhe 
eaRxh  abidexh  for  eveR.  The  sun  also  aRisexh,  and  xhe  sun 
qoexh  down,  and  hasxexh  xo  his  place  wheRe  he  aRose.  The 
wind  qoexh  xowaRd  xhe  souxh,  and  xuRnexh  aboux  unxo  xhe 
noRxh;  ix  whiRlexh  aboux  conxinually,  and  xhe  w^ind  Re- 
xuRnexh  aqain  accoRdinq  xo  his  ciRcuixs.  All  xhe  RiveRs  Run 
inxo  xhe  sea ;  yex  xhe  sea  is  nox  fuU  ;  unxo  xhe  place  FRom 
whence  xhe  RivcRs  come,  xhixhcR  xhey  RexuRn  aqain.  All 
xhinqs  aRe  fuU  of  labouR ;  man  cannox  uxxcr  ix :  xhe  eye  is 
nox  saxisFied  wixh  seeinq,  noR  xhe  eaR  Filled  wixh  heaRinq. 
The  xhinq  xhax  haxh  been,  ix  is  xhax  which  shall  be;  and 
xhax  wrhich  is  done,  is  xhax  which  shall  be  done :  and  xhcRe  is 
no  new  xhinq  undeR  xhe  sun.  Is  xheRe  any  xhinq  wheReoF  ix 
may  be  said.  See,  xhis  is  new  ^  ix  haxh  been  alReady  of  old 
xime,  which  was  bcFORe  us.  TheRe  is  no  RemembRance  of 
FORmcR  xhinqs;  neixhcR  shall  xheRe  be  any  RemembRance

qave  my  heaRx  xo  seek  and  seaRch  oux  by  w^isdom  conceRn-- 
inq  all  xhinqs  xhax  aRe  done  undeR  heaven :  xhis  sorc  xRavail 
haxh  God  qiven  xo  xhe  sons  of  man  xo  be  excRcised  xhcRe-- 
wixh.  I  have  seen  all  xhe  woRks  xhax  aRe  done  undeR  xhe 
sun ;  and,  behold,  all  is  vanixy  and  vexaxion  of  spiRix.  Thax 
which  is  cRooked  cannox  be  made  sxRaiqhx :  and  xhax  which 
is  wanxinq  cannox  be  numbcRcd.  I  communed  wixh  mine 
ow^n  heoRx,  sayinq,  Lo,  I  am  come  xo  qReax  esxaxe,  and  have 
qoxxen  moRC  wisdom  xhan  all  xhey  xhax  have  been  bcFORe 
me  in  JeRusalem :  yea,  my  heoRx  nad  qReax  expcRience  of 
wisdom  and  know^ledqe.

TO  WHOM.  NOTHING  B©TT©R  THAN  TOY  IN 
OUR  LABOUR;  BUT  THAT  IS  GOD'S  GIFT. 
I  SAID  in  mine  heaRT,  Go  to  now,  I  will  pRove  Thee  wiTh 
miRTh,  TheRCFORe  enjoy  pleasuRe :  and  behold,  This  also  is 
vaniTy.  I  said  of  lauqhTCR,  It  is  mad:  and  of  miRTh,  Whax 
docTh  iT  ^  I  souqhT  in  mine  heoRT  to  qive  myselF  unTo 
wine,  ycT  acquainTinq  mine  heoRT  wriTh  wisdom;  and  to 
lay  hold  on  Folly,  Till  I  miqhT  see  whoT  was  ThoT  qood  for 
The  sons  of  men,  which  They  should  do  undcR  The  heaven  all 
The  days  of  TheiR  Ufc.  I  made  me  qReoT  w^oRks ;  I  builded  me 
houses;  I  planTcd  me  vineyoRds:  I  made  me  qoRdens  and 
oRchoRds,  and  I  planTed  trccs  in  Them  of  all  kind  of  FRuiTs : 
I  made  me  pools  of  waTCR,  to  w^otcr  TheRewiTh  The  wood 
ThoT  bRinqcTh  FORTh  TRees :  I  qoT  me  seRvanTs  and  maidens, 
and  had  scRvanTs  boRn  in  my  house ;  also  I  had  qReoT  pos-

TO  eve«y  xhinq  xheRe  is  a  season,  and  a  xime  to  cve«y  putt" 
pose  unden  The  heaven:  A  Time  to  be  boRn,  and  a  Time  to 
die ;  a  Time  to  planT,  and  a  Time  to  pluck  up  ThaT  which  is 
planTcd;  A  Time  to  kill,  and  a  Time  to  heal;  a  Time  to 
bneak  down,  and  a  Time  to  build  up ;  a  Time  to  w^eep,  and 
a  Time  to  lauqh ;  a  Time  to  mouRn,  and  a  Time  to  dance ;  a 
Time  TO  casT  aw^ay  sTones,  and  a  Time  to  qaTheR  sTones 
ToqeTheR ;  a  Time  to  embROce,  and  a  Time  to  RCFRain  FRom 
embRacinq;  a  Time  to  qcT,  and  a  Time  to  lose;  a  Time  to 
keep,  and  a  Time  to  cost  away;  a  Time  to  Rend,  and  a 
Time  TO  sew;  a  Time  to  keep  silence,  and  a  Time  to  speak;

for  They  consideR  noT  ThoT  They  do  evil.  Be  noT  Rash  wiTh 
Thy  mouTh,  and  Ict  noT  Thine  heoRT  be  hasTy  to  uttcr  any 
Thinq  bcFORC  God:  for  God  is  in  heaven,  and  Thou  upon 
eoRTh:  ThcRCFORe  Ict  Thy  woRds  be  Few.  For  a  dReam 
comcTh  ThRouqh  The  mulTiTude  of  business ;  and  a  fooI's  voice 
is  known  by  mulTiTude  of  woRds.  When  Thou  vowesT  a  vow 
unTo  God,  dcFCR  noT  to  pay  iT ;  for  he  hoTh  no  pleasuRe  in 
Fools:  pay  ThaT  which  Tnou  hasT  vow^ed.  Bcttcr  is  iT  ThaT

whcRCFORe  should  God  be  anqRy  aT  Thy  voice,  and  desTRoy 
The  woRk  OF  Thine  hands  ^  For  in  The  mulTiTude  of  dReams 
and  many  woRds  TheRe  orc  also  divcRs  vaniTies :  buT  reaR 
Thou  God. 

IF  Thou  seesT  The  oppRession  of  The  pooR,  and  violenT  peR-- 
veRTinq  of  judqmenT  and  jusTice  in  a  pRovince,  maRvef  noT 
aT  The  moTTCR  :  for  he  ThoT  is  hiqhcR  Than  The  hiqhesT  rc-- 
qaRdcTh;  and  TheRe  be  hiqhcR  Than  They. 
MOR0OV0R  The  pROFiT  of  The  eoRTh  is  for  all :  The  kinq 
himselF  is  scRved  by  The  Field.
